Recovery Passed On Cotton 
Becomes Effective On July 
17; Some Firms Exempt.

wage in the south and north, re­ 
spectively, and a forty-hour work 
weewk for all mill employes.

tempt of thc federal government 
to regulate hours and wages in in­ 
dustry in an effort to stabilize pro­ 
duction and purchasing power, will 
become effective July 17. 
The president affixed his signa­ 
ture’in the executive mansion only 
a few hours after he had returned 
from an overnight cruise down the 
Potomac river with Attorney G en­ 
eral Cummings.

Building Pennsylvania 
Just Folks

Reading grew rap id ly and took a 
lead in bridge building. 
In 1822 the 
legislature au th o rized Sam uel Bell. 
a m erchant, to erect a 
toll 
bridge 
over the 
Schuylkill 
opposite 
the 
road known as G a rd e n e r’s Lane. 
It 
was specified th a t th e bridge must 
be com pleted w ith in five years. The 
tim e was extended, however, by a n ­ 
other act of th e general assembly 
in 1829. 
It w as th ro w n 
open 
to 
traffic in 1833. 
T h is bridge served 
well until 1850 w hen it crumbled 
in a flood th a t destroyed all but its 
abutm ents. 
The old P enn stre e t 
bridge 
in 
Reading, 
an o th e r 
landm ark 
of 
eastern P ennsylvania, w as authoriz­ 
ed by th e leg islatu re in 1812. 
The 
first wagons 
rum bled 
over 
this 
$43,750 stru ctu re four years later. A 
toll house w as ad d ed an d the bridge 
strengthened w ith in a few years. 
The Penn stre e t bridge was con­ 
sidered a th in g of beauty. 
In 1817 
th e county com m issioners purchased 
two wood carved effigies from W il­ 
liam Rush, noted wood 
carver 
of 
Philadelphia. 
T h e orn am en ts rep­ 
resented com m erce an d agriculture. 
T hey cost $243. 
T h e 
P enn street 
bridge was w recked by a flood. 
It 
was rebuilt an d served 
until 1884 
when the P en n sy lv an ia Schuylkill 
Valley railroad replaced it w ith an 
iron structure. 
B u t they used the 
poiers of th e o rig in al bridge. 
The 
Reading trac tio n com pany obtained 
th e right to cross th e bridge w ith 
its tracks iii 1910. but the stru c­ 
tu re was found u n safe in 1911 and it

Thousands of glowing fires are to 
gleam again on Western 
Pennsyl­ 
vania hillsides, 
reflections of in­ 
dustry’s gradual emergence from the 
darkness of depression. 
Row on row of flames are due to 
spring up from row on row of “bee- J 
hive" coke ovens, supplies of fuel 
to his majesty—steel. 
For. as steel production hovers 
around the 50 per cent of capacity ; 
mark the demand for coke rises 
and the“beehives’’ get their oppor- J 
tunit to share in the industry re­ 
turns. 
Many of the 
ovens have 
been 
dark for one to three years because I 
the more modern ovens, which save 
by-products in the process of mak- I 
ing coke, were able to meet steel’s 
greatly decreased needs for fuel. 


The H. C. Frick coke company, 
one of the big producers of this 
type of fuel, has begun the over­ 
hauling of its standard 
plant 
at 
Mount Pleasant,, the largest bee­ 
hive coke 
plant 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
With its 999 
ovens, 
the 
plant will employ 500 men. 
It has 
been idle for a year. 
Coal know’ii as Connellsville bi­ 
tuminous. mined in Westmoreland 
and 
other 
western 
Pennsylvania 
counties, has long been hailed as 
one of the best coking coals. 
For this reason the coke business 
developed rapidly in the Connells­ 
ville area, and thousands of bee­ 
hive ovens were built, getting their 
name from their hemispherical roof 
and conical chimney. 
During boom times the fires of 
mile after mile of the ovens, built in
